The Coachella VValley IRWM Region is committed to continuing forward a collaborative water management process as is evident in the Region???s
Memorandum of Understanding. The IRWM Plan currently under development is a strong and meaningful first step in coordinating the activities of
local water retailers, wastewater and recycled water managers, flood managers, land use planners, watershed activists, and other stakeholders.
However, additional work needs to be completed in order to fully realize the regional benefits offered by integrated planning. The Coachella Valley
IRWM Planning Grant Proposal provides an overview and understanding of the Coachella VValley IRWM Region, our stakeholders, and our emerging
IRWM Plan (Attachment 3, Background Setting). The Work Plan provides a detailed scope of work for the stakeholder outreach, technical
evaluations, and IRWM Plan Update activities that will further improve and fortify IRWM planning within the region (Attachment 3, Work Plan).
Outreach activities (Task 1 of the Work Plan) will identify, engage, and collaborate with the Regional Water Management Group, Planning Partners,
disadvantaged community (DAC) representatives from West and East Valley areas, members of the Valley???s five tribes, other stakeholders, and the
general public. Technical evaluations that are necessary to address the Region???s short-term priorities include: ??? DAC Water Quality Evaluation
(Task 2-1) to provide near-term solutions to critical arsenic and other drinking water contaminants in DAC communities; ??? Salt and Nutrient
Management Planning Strategy (Task 2-2) to establish a framework for how the region???s stakeholders can work together on development of Salt
and Nutrient Management Plan; ??? Integrated Flood Management Plan (Task 2-3) to promote development of integrated flood management
solutions in DACs and Valley-wide; and ??? Groundwater Elevation Monitoring Strategy (Task 2-4) to establish a framework for coordinating
groundwater elevation monitoring, analysis, and reporting to DWR in compliance with SBx7-6. Update of the Coachella Valley IRWM Plan will be
necessary to incorporate the information learned from the technical evaluations, as well as refinement of the goals, objectives, priorities, and
implementation framework (Tasks 3-1 and 3-4) with stakeholders. Based on DWR???s forthcoming Climate Change Guidelines, we will also
incorporate a full climate change analysis into the IRWM Plan Update (Task 3-3). Proposed budget (Attachment 4) and schedule (Attachment 5) files
are included to convey the Region???s intent for our IRWM Plan Update. Identified as a critical need in the IRWM Plan development process, Task
2-1 comprises a DAC Water Quality Evaluation in order to better understand and address the groundwater quality issues in the East Valley. Task 1-3
in the Work Plan specifically focuses on engaging and involving the Region???s DACs in the IRWM planning process. This task also provides
technical support for development of project submittals that address identified water supply and water quality needs in DAC areas (both the arsenic
issue and others identified by DAC representatives). Since kick-off of the IRWM planning process in April 2010, DAC representatives have been
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actively involved in the Coachella Valley effort and we expect this to continue into the next phase of regional planning. The IRWM Plan Update is
exempt from the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) pursuant to CEQA Guidelines Section 15262 because the Plan Update is a planning
study that identifies projects and programs for possible future actions, but does not have a legally binding effect. Similarly, the IRWM Plan Update is
categorically exempt from CEQA pursuant to Section 15306 (Class 6) because the Plan Update consists of basic information collection and
evaluation of water management activities. As such, programmatic environmental analysis under CEQA is not required.
